T is well knowen in Fraunce» 
bow at the end of Apzil laſt, Pons

> the god and faithfull inhabitants 
| thereof, and ſeeking to maintame 
L the people in their due obedience 
fo the re bing bis Paieſfie . He then had thꝛer dayes (| 
befoze that thePariſians (who were amaſed to ſe the ſo⸗ 
daine reducing of the ſaidtowne to his aieſties obedi⸗ 
ence)could come thither , oz duld cauſe the Duke of Au- 
malle to come and beſtege the fozeſaid Senlis : during 
which time of th2& dayes the ſaid Ponſieur de Thoꝛe had 
leyſure both to furniſh the town with vicual r munition, 
which be did aboundantly pꝛouide of all things neceſſa- 
rie foz the keping and defence thereof. Alfo he caules 
to come thither , of choiſe men, out of euery the villages 
in the valley and Dachie of Ponfmozency, a ſufficient 
companie fo foztefie the towne : ſo that there were two 
thouſand able and reſolute fighting 1 the leaſt, who 
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to aſſault the towne, This he did, not that the place was 
of ſuch ſtrength, (foz that was weakeinough)) but 
ſing traſt in the courage and faithfull mindes of the 

babitants and ſguldters that were there. Then the Lozd 


of Painnerille , who is now called the Gouernoz of Pa- 


ris becauſe the Duke of Patenae was uct there, cams 
firſt out with a companie of Pariſtans well armed, and 
the Duke of Aumalle was there almoſt as ſone as he, 
with a companie of bzane hozſemen,and a fozte of fote- 
men: and they beſteged the towne,being at the firſt vaſh- 
to the number of foure thouſand men. Jmmeniafly, the 
Par iſtans and other their partakers , came poſting from 
many places, being well hozſed x furniſhed , ſo as in ſhozt 
ſpace there were gathered flue oꝛ fire thouſand men well 
pꝛouided beſieging the towns On. Friday the fift of 
Pay they lent to Paris, foz to haue ozdinance , and the 
ſame day were -thz& peces ſent them and no moe: that 
is, two Canons and one Culuerine , whey, foz that 
none could be found to conduct them with ſo much ſperde 
as they; wiſhed, the way that they vfed was thus: There 
hauing bene an ozder taken at Paris not long-befoze, 
that of ſixtene Colonelles that were in firteen quarters 
oꝛ parts ofthe Citie, one ſhould march euery day in god 
oꝛder, and wel furniſhed, with eleuen oꝛ twelue hundꝛed 
men, out of the City,foz tokeepe the Caſtle of Saint Uin⸗ 
cent,whatſoeuer might hapnen: this Friday i happened 
that the Colonel and Captaine of Aubzet his regime 

was aſſembled foz to go and gather . _— re 
giment and companie Colonelle capt 

the one ofthe Shirifes of the ſaid Citie of Paris — — 


regiment of the captaine and Colonel ae was con⸗ 


ſcrayned, going along vpon our Ladies baidge, whereas 


they ſhould haue turned by the Greus, toward .

by . artines gate, to conduct the ſaid ozdinance, which 
was carrieda little toward the Þuburbs, vnder 
the charge ol one Bꝛigard, the pꝛocuratoʒ of the hoſtell of 
the citie: and the next day, Saterday, in the eue⸗ 
ning, they came befoze Senlis:where at the firſt coming, 
they hayled the t Sha conmibereate ney luberat 
on a ſodain all the ſouldiers came to the wall of d towne, 
and offred to make as great a beach in the wall , as they 
would demaund without their vſing of canon ſhot,ſeing 
that they pꝛomiſed to geue the aſſault ; and hereupon be- 
ing pzeſently ſummoned to yeeld vnto a compoſition, they 
pꝛomiſed to make anſwere on the mozow: wherupõ a re⸗ 
pozt came to Paris, that they of y town had offred 3. ſcaꝛe 

crownes as ſome ſaid; 100. thouſand crownes as 
other ſaid:foz their anſwere they haged out & ſpꝛead vpon 
the walles o reat paynted cloth, in which they 
had hanged pourtrayed together two perſons, theDuke 
of Payenne on the one ſive,+ the Duke of Aumalle on p; 
other, and the Lady Pontpenſier kneling at the feete of 
them with her head all vncouered , werping, and tearing 
her haire:and the people cried out with vile oppꝛobꝛious 
the lame was the aiture of the compo⸗ 
ſition that they demaumded . This dzaue them to ſend as 
gaine vato Paris foz ſtrength of Canon ſhot to beate the 
towne to duſt, as they ſaid. The meſſengers were tur⸗ 
ned away thence as ſleightly as might be, without obtet- 
ning that they came foz, and excuſe was made that they 
lacked bullets,and ſuch peces as they demaunded : and 
that was partly alſo fo2-a diſtruſt they bad in the Duke 
ofAumalle,whohadoftentimes refuſed to come and ioine 
bimſelfe with the Duke ol Payenne, by reaſon of ambi⸗ 
tion that is befwixt them: mozeouer,becauſe that they 
thought that the Lozd of Ballagny was comming thither 
with great ſtrength of men, and ſeuen Canons. WBefoze 
the cumming of which Lozd of Ballagny, they of Senlts 


— — —— 
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made a ſallie ont of the towne of a hundzed hozfemen: 
whereat they that beſieged the towne were ſo amazed, 
that they thought beit to fl and eſpecially the Pariſians 
caſt away their armes, flying, and hiding themſelues in 
buſhes on euery ſide: of which hundzed hozſemen , fiftie 
came backe into the towne , and the other fiftie kept the 
field fo2 ts ayde any that might come to ſuccour them. 
Then the Lozdof Ballagny with his companies of ien. 
came and ioyned with the Duke of Aumalle, @they with 
their tenne Canons, began the battery on Wedneſday, 
the ſeuenttenth of May, and within a while the ſouldiers 
confuſedly gaue aſſault to the fozeſaid towne by the 
bꝛeach made the ſame day, which was in fraetha great 
bzeach: notwithſtanding, they had the —— „by reaſon 
they did that without the appointment of theGenerall of 
the armie. About none woꝛd came that the Duke of 
Longuenille accompanied with the Lo2zd of Pumieres, 
the Lozd Bonninet , the Lozd dela None , the Lo2d of 
Giurp, ot Peſuiller , of Tour, and other Nobles of the 
Pꝛouinte of Picardie, were at hand, to the number of a 
thouſand hoꝛſemen, and th:e thouſand fotemen , foz to 
apde the towne of Senlts, Wherupon, the fozeſaidLo2d 
of Ballagny pitched in campe the beſt power of his men: 
x being then accompanied with the Lozds of Main uille, 
of Sayſſenall, of Meſteres, of Congy and others, com⸗ 
ming neare the ſaid Duke of Longueuille, the hoꝛſemen 
of Cambzap marched on in god o2der , thinking to ouer⸗ 
come the fotemen of the ſaid Dake of Longueuille:which 
fotemen deuided in the middle, and gaue rome fo2 the 
oꝛdinance, which ſhot ſo furionſly among them of Cabzay 
and among the Mallons, that ſ&ing ſo many of them⸗ 
ſelues ouerthzowen, they were-fozced fo retire . After 
ward, they comming to a ſet battaile, fought ſloutly on 
both ſides, and with great courage, the ozdinance of the 
ſaid DukeofLonguemlle , till making great ſpople a- 
mong the ſouldiers of the Duke of Aumalle, in ſo much 
that

that the ſouldiers began to conceive ſuch great dꝛead, as 
neither the Duke of Aumalle, noꝛ theLo2d of Ballagny 
could euer gather them together againe by their chearful 
woꝛds, oꝛ godly ſhewes whatſcener ; and the armie that 
held the ſiege fled all away pꝛeſently. Which thing en⸗ 
couraged the Duke ofLongaeuille , with thoſe that had 

beſieged, iſſuing thick out then, to follow them in 
chaſe,and kill them with handy blowes. By whtch meane 
they hold now ſafely the tone Senlis , haue gotten all 
the munition that the Dake of Aumalle had, powder, 
bullets , and oꝛdinante, about fifteene hundzed, oꝛ nere 
two thouland be flaine in that place, beſides thoſe that 
were purſued and ſlaine as they fled in divers villages, 
The ſaid Duke of Aumalle is hurt, and the Lozd of Bal⸗ 
lagny is alſo hurt in the face, though it be but a little:and 
the Duke of Anmalle is gone back to . Denis, fearing 
left he ſhould not be in ſafette, noz very well welcome to 
Paris: the Lo2d of Ballagny ſaued himſelfe by flying to 
Paris, there fayning that he would take oꝛder foꝛ the ga⸗ 
thering together again of the ſouldiers, becauſe he would 
ſeeme to thꝛeaten his enemies, and to encourage again 
the bꝛaue ſouldiers ot Paris.

| 8 Ouſin, J ſtaped this bearer vntill J had ſome god

He pꝛomiſeth them new fo2ces out of 
the low Countreyes, but he hath the money, Judge you

ens: that was done on Wedneſday foward enening.Py 
man could not tell me what men they loſt foz he came iu 
baſte to bꝛing mee this god tidings. Make acquainfed 
herswith Paſter Warden of Seur,andP. Warden of 
Sonuray. You know alſo what monſieur de Chaſtillon 
did on Thurſday toward evening . This hath bens an 
vnluckie werke foz them, and ſo J truſt will the whole 

yeare be. Continue your frendſhip tome, and 
make account, god couſin, that J will doe 
the like to you alwaies.

Sauenze commeth fazth very bzauely 4 couras 
gioully,galloping foz thirty paces , his harquebuſiers on 
hozſeback gene the onſet n@re inough: the L. of Chaſtillõ 
his fotemen recetueth them: who, after the firſt harque⸗ 
buſters were diſcharged, euen during the fight, ruſhed in 
among the hozſemen , killed many hozſes with their 
ſwo2des;andof them were ſlain one that had bene of the 
king of Aauarres garde, and two fouldiers of the garri⸗ 
ſonof and no mo, Saneuze, whoon a ſodaine 
had bent himlſelfe againft the light hozſemen , taketh 
right, and chargeth ſo furiouſly the Lozd of Chaſtillon, 
that the firſt rankes were bzoken , he vnhozſed and layde 
along, and eight oz tenne of his Gentlemen incurred the 
like miſfo2tune : among whom were Poup, Noſnp, S..

Fozcenille : Man of account were hurt, where as the 
Lo2dofChaſtillon loſt but one Gentleman, and but thꝛee 
ſouldiers, as J ſaid befoze, and there were hurt none but 
Chamballam and two oz thzee others that were hurt 
with launces and ſwoꝛds, pet their hurts are not deadly, 
The Lozd of Chaſtillon won the field. This is a begins 
ning to make them loke vnto their owne conſcienccs, 
that are riſen vp againſt the king. J was deſirous tolet 
you vnderſtand hereof, that ye might know the trueth, 
which is hidden from you by coſening ſhifts that they 
haue to f&de you with falſe rumozs. J learned this by a 
Gentleman that bzought a letter, the copie of which 1 
now ſend pon.
